ray that will kill at long range and which has power to bring 
down airplanes in flight. An American'newspaper correspon- 
dent to whom the operation of -the deadly ray was demon- 
strated, is authority for the statement that the engine of a mo- 
torcycle was started and stopped at will. 


Frequent reports have mentioned such a ray being perfected 


in Paris, and even during the war there were reports of the 
use of such an instrument by the Germans. Usually the reports 
•gained circulation following the forced landing of, a French 
plane on German soil, though the reports never were con- 
firmed. 


Hardly a'day goes by but that some inventor is not-perfect- 


ing a war instrument calculated to excell its predecessor'in de- 
sfructability. Usually the instrument fails in the final tests. Yet 
the apparently successful demonstration of this British ray 
that kills, marks it-as something which must be taken into con- 
sideration in any possible future wars.

deaths of two American citizens in Albania should be taken by 
the state department. 


While information surrounding the killings is as yet meagre 


it is obvious that Albanian officials are incapable of maintain- 
ing sufficient order to protect the lives of foreigners. The face 
that the murders were calculated to discredit the Albanian gov- 
ernment is not excuse to relieve the'government from furnish-
